In charge of Deputy Warden Catlin 
of the Marquette prison there ar­ 
rived here Saturday morning a man 
who has left a trail of forged paper 
behind him in half a dozen states. 
Bold and daring, and a penman of 
rare skill, his operations appear to 
have netted him many hundreds of 
dollars within the last few months.
